He saw the flames 
come out from between the cornice 
and the roof, and at once ran to the 
office of May or Edwards and notified 
him who immediately ran out of the 
court house cry ing fire. The may or’s 
cry was taken up by others until it 
reached the fire hall. In a few min­ 
utes the department was at the scene 
of the lire. 


D IFFICULT FIR E TO FIGHT. 
The tire was a difficult one to fight 
on account of the

With the advent of the heated sea­ 
son the death rate of infants begiDS to 
increase, uotil in mid summer there 
are more deaths amODg those under 
one y ear of age than among all those 
over the age of,fifteen. At a season of 
the y ear when the adult sick experi­ 
ence relief, when the prevalence of 
disease among those of maturer age is 
greatly decreased, the harvest of death 
among 
infants reaches its highest 
point. 
Statistics have demonstrat- 
that from one fourth to one third of all 
babies born fail to live to the begin­ 
ning of the second y ear of life 
It is 
not the heat alone which is responsi­ 
ble for this high mortality . 
By far the 
greatest number die from improper 
food, improper feeding or inability to 
digest and assimilate the food given. 
For several weeks past, Dr, J . A. 
Egan, secretary of the state board of 
health, has been outlining a campaign 
of education with the aim of instruct, 
ing the mothers of the state as to the 
best methods of infant feeding and in­ 
fant care, of bringing into the house 
simple and explicit instructions which 
will guide parents and nurses through 
the perilous summer months. 
A twelve-page circular on Infant 
Feeding and the Care of the Mother 
and Infant, written not for the phy ­ 
sician, but for the guidance of moth­ 
ers, is now in press and will be ready 
for general distribution within a few 
day § - This circular deals first with 
the 
dangers of artlfioial 
feediDg, 
especially during the summer moDths, 
and advises in a plain and rational 
way as to how these dangers may be 
minimized. 
The 
selection of the 
proper food is dwelt upon at length. 
While urging the use of pure cow’ 
milk in infant feeding, it is held that 
"while the milk of the cow is per­ 
fectly adapted to the digestion of the 
calf, it is not suited to the infant, 
unless it be first properly diluted and 
modified. The methods of modifica­ 
tion, usually made complicated and 
technical, are decscribed with such 
simple directions that they may be 
successfully carried out in any home 
without the use of expensive appar­ 
atus. 
Aside from the directions for the 
preparation of the food, the circular 
is filled with sound advice on the care 
of the nursing mother, her diet, her 
exercise and her methods of life, while 
special attention is directed to the 
care of the infant, the danger signals 
of the first y ear and the necessity of 
cleanliness. “ It is better for the in­ 
fant to have clean food in filthy sur­ 
roundings than dirty food in ideal 
surroundings,” is one of the epigram­ 
matic truths with which the circular 
abounds.

The death of J udge A. W. Tourgee, 
who died in France last week, recalls 
the fact tha t men of national fame 
are soon forgotten. 
J udge Tourgee 
delivered a very interesting lecture 
here in Dix on about a score of years 
ago and was then a popular writer. 
How true it is tha t the present gen­ 
eration of novel readers have almost 
forgotten, even if it ever knew, that 
J udge Tourgee was one of the most 
popular writers of fiction a quarter of 
a century ago. 
It was the fortune, 
however, of J udge Tourgee, to main­ 
tain a pre-eminent position for many 
years. 
His books dealt mainly with 
the era of reconstruction and 
the 
negro problem. 
His most notable 
contribution to literature was “ The 
Fool’s 
Errand” , 
“ Toynette” , 
“ A 
Royal 
Gentleman” , 
“ Figs 
and 
Thistles” , etc. 
He enlisted in an 
Ohio regiment, served in the civil 
war and was for a time a prisoner in 
Libby prison. 
In 1868 he was elected 
judge of the superior court of North 
Carolina. 
From 1885 he was an edi­ 
torial writer on the Chicago Inter 
Ocean and contributed the feature, 
Bystander’s Notes. 
He was appointed 
United States consul at Bordeaux , by 
President McKinley.

“ And ye are come unto Mount Zion 
and unto the city of the living God, 
the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an 
innumerable ootnpany of angels, to 
tne general assembly and church of 
the first-born, which are written in 
heaven, and to God the J udge of all, 
and to the spirits of just men made 
perfect.” 
Many passages from the bible were 
quoted to bear up his statement that 
the spirits of the departed are with 
us. Many have an idea that heaven i* 
algreat off, but Dr. Terry does rot be- 
this, “ He will give His angels charge 
over thee.” There is not a bird or a 
flower 
that escapes God’s 
notice. 
Who are these angels around about 
us? If we have a God so harmless it 
seems altogether likely that He has 
an innumerablecompany of angels who 
know more about us than we know 
about them. Jesus said, “ There is 
joy arrong the angels over one sinner 
that repentetb.” Don’t get so en ­ 
grossed in your business that you for­ 
get about theie ceiestial guardians ^ 
tnat watch over you. Put yourself in 
such an attitude toward God that you 
wili feel His innumerable oompany of 
angels round about you. Is there any 
reason to believe these are not “ ibe 
spirits of just men made perfect? ” 
There are many names which ap­ 
pear on your churoh books here that 
don’t appear up there. 
But why 
shou.d it ever be a queston whether 
we shall 
know each other there? 
There is no imaginable reason why we 
should not.

The will is dated four years 
ago. 
The bequest is in the form of 1,100 
acres of the richest farm land in cen­

Illinois, 
worth 
$ 200,000, 
from 
which the income is about $ 10,000 
yearly. 
The amount remaining after 
the church has been built will be used 
for the furtherance of the Spiritualist 
belief. 
While at present there are ouly about 
100 members of the deuominatiou in 
Leroy, it is believ ed that the Cruin- 
baugli church will make the towu the 
headquarters of the cult In the United 
States and that finally it will become 
the Mecca of believ ers from all parts 
of the world. Special prov ision is made 
that uo part of the land shall be mort­ 
gaged or disposed of, but it is left “for­ 
ev er and ev er’’ for the uses mentioned. 
Mrs. Crumbaugh is an ardent Spirit­ 
ualist and will see that the will of her 
husband is carried out both in letter 
and spirit. 
Spiritualists say that the bequest of

The Field Columbian museum in 
Chicago is equipping a great expedi­ 
tion to explore the heart of Africa and 
to shoot big game for its collections, 
says the Chicago Post. The endeav or 
will be to eclipse in results the efforts 
of all scientific expeditions hitherto 
sent into the dark continent. 
The museum collectors and explorers 
will be led by Carl E. Akely of the in­ 
stitution's zoological department, who 
is recognized as the world’s greatest 
taxidermist, and by Vernon Sbaw Ken­ 
nedy of Chicago. 
It is probable that 
Mr. Kennedy's brother will join the 
party in London. 
Mr. Akely will take 
an assistant from the museum with 
him, and 
ou the coast of Africa a 
large number of nativ es 
will be em­ 
ployed to accompany the expedition us 
hunters and burde^ bearers. 
The management of the Field Colum­ 
bian museum is anxious to complete 
its collections of the big game of Af­ 
rica before communication with the in­ 
terior of 
the continent is 
made so 
easy that 
the animals will become

prey to the English and continental 
sportsmen. 
The Chicago members of the expedi­ 
tion will sail from America this sum­ 
mer, the exact date not yet hav ing 
been set.

Vernon Shaw Ken­ 
nedy, who will accompany the expedi­ 
tion, Is not counected with the Field 
museum, but he has hunted big game 
In nearly all countries, doing most of 
bis shooting for tbe enrichment of sci­ 
entific Institutions. 
Speaking of the forthcoming expe­ 
dition, Mr. Kennedy said: “It should 
be understood that the African trip is 
not for the purpose of sport. 
It is to 
be conducted strictly for scientific pur­ 
poses. and the animals that we kill 
will be used for educational purposes 
in the Field museum. We wish to get 
into the African country, where big 
game is to be found, before the com­ 
pletion of railroad lines and the Influx 
of gunners scatter or annihilate the 
great animals.” 
An English scientific expedition is 
being formed for the same purpose as 
that of the Field museum. 
There will 
be a riv alry between tbe two parties In 
the m atter of results. It Is recognized 
hy scientists all ov er the world that 
before long the African field will be in 
a sense exhausted. It Is believ ed, how­ 
ev er, that there exist in the heart of 
the continent species of anim als and 
birds as yet unknown. The real scien­ 
tific riv alry will come therefore per­ 
haps In the line of the discov ery of 
new forms of life. 
The members of the African expedi­ 
tion of the Field museum succeeded in 
finding and in collecting sev eral hith­ 
erto unknown species. A new race of 
hawks was found by Professor Elliot, 
and In compliment to the benefactor of 
the Columbian museum the birds were 
giv en the name of Field In its Latin 
form. 


HI* F or t u n e W a t H e a v y B a r d e n to 
B ar on A l p h on s e , F r e n c h B a n k e r . 
The late Baron Alphonse de Roths­ 
child of Paris, head of the French 
branch of the famous banking house 
and gov ernor of the Hank of France, 
was a man of great culture as well as 
a worthy representativ e of his family 
as a financier, says the New York 
Times. 
He was also interested in 
sports, particularly racing. 
! 
There hav e been two attacks upon 
tbe French Rothschilds. The first was 
in 18 48 , when the father of Baron Al­ 
phonse, being besieged by peasant So­ 
cialists, receiv ed them and offered to 
giv e his v isitors what was due should 
he div ide his fortune among the peo­ 
ple. He calculated that they should re­ 
ceiv e 5 francs each. The peasants left 
the old baron in peace, 
j 
The second attack was upon Baron ! 
Alphonse. 
It took a more cowardly i 
form. In September, 18 05, a letter was 
j sent to him containing an explosiv e 
that would go off wheu the letter was 
I opened. The baron w a s at the seaside. 
1 and the letter was opened by a clerk, a 
Polish Jew, M. .Todkowitz. 
He was 
thrown down by the detonation, but not 
seriously Injured, 
Curiously enough, 
M. Jodkowltz was at the time in charge 
of Baron Alphonse de Rothschild’s 
charitable disbursements, which bene­ 
fited the deserv ing of all faiths. 
Notwithstanding all his wealth and 
influence, Baron Alphonse was an un­ 
happy man. He found pleasure in his 
family life, in art and In music, but the 
care of his great fortune was a heav y j 
burden. A v isitor once found the bank­ 
er In such a moody fit that he asked If 
he were ill. 
“I am not ill; I am crazy,” was the j 
reply. 
“ I will nev er believ e that you are 
crazy until I see you throwing your 
money out of the window,” said the 
v isitor. 
“Ah!” said the baron, exhibiting a 
threatening letter. 
“I am crazy be­ 
cause I do not throw my money out of 
the window.”

The baron lost an eye in 18 93 while 
on a hunting expedition through the 
carelessness of one of his guests.

the disfigurement keenly and said he 
would rather hav e had the top of his 
head blown off.

The only folders now in 
u se follow out the idea tha t to fold a 
sheet of pa per it must be ca rried in a 
fia t, horizonta l position from the time 
it enters the ma chine until it is de­ 
livered. The device on which Mr. 
Bixby ha s a pplied for a pa tent is a 
sy stem of fo ding by mea ns of bla des, 
the pa per being ca rried by a circa la r 
motion, first by
